COUNTY OFFICES TO BE FOR 


TERMS OF FOUR YEARS—GOV- 


KRNOR TO APPOINT MILHTARY 


OFFICERS. 
Florida voters will be required to 


vote on three changes in the const! 
tutten of the state at the general elec 
tlon, to be held on the first Tuesday 
In November, which will be November 
3rd. 


The three amendments bear mater 


lally upon tho election of all county 
officers, commissioned officers of the 
state militia and the powers of the 
state judiciary. 


The terms of office of the County 


officers will be made uniform should 
the amendment pass the general elec- 
tion, and will allow four-year terms 
for all offices after the 
election ol 


1916. The governor will appoint all 
of the commissioned officers of the 
state militia, and their terms of office 
shall be continuous during the pleas- 
ure of the governor. 


The new amendment relating to the 


judiciary specifically 
prescribes its 


compensation set by the state legis- 
lature and terms of office. 


Following are copies of the three 


amendments passed by the last legis- 
lature, to be submitted to a vote at 
the coming general election: 
County Offices.— 


Committee substitutes

resolutions Noa. 84, 89 and 98: 


•A joint resolution proposing an 


amendment to section six (6) of arti- 
cle 8 of the constitution of the state 
cf Florida, relating to county officers. 


Be it resolved by the legislature of 


the state of Florida, that the follow- 
ing amendment to section six (6) of 
article 8 of the constitution of the 
state of Florida is hereby agreed to 
and shall be submitted to the electors 
of the state at a general election, to 
be held on the first Tuesday In No- 
vember, A. D., 1914, for ratification or 
rejection: 


Section 6. The legislature 
snail 


provide for the election, by qualified 
electors, to each county, of the fol- 
lowing county offices: A clerk of the 
county court a sheriff, constables, a 
county assessor of taxes, a tax col- 
lector, a superintendent of public in- 
struction and a county surveyor. The 
term of office of all county 
offices 


shall be for four years, except that 
of county assessor of taxes 
and 


county tax collector, who shall 
be 


elected for two years, until at the 
general election to be held in the 
year A. D. 1916, when and after which 
they shall be elected for a term of 
four years. Their powers, duties and 
compensation shall be prescribed by 
law.

tion hereafter; that is to say, that 
section 16 of article 5 shall be 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 16. The governor shall ap- 


point all commissioned officers of the 
state militia, Including an adjutant 
general for the state, with rank of 
brigadier general, who shall be chief 
of staff. 
The duties and compensa- 


tion of all of the officers so appointed 
shall be as fixed by law. The terms 
of office of all commissioned officers

Roads 
were very hilly and rough and we 
only made about 100 miles when the 
shades of night came on us. Out of 
Alta Vista, camping beside the Stan- 
ton river, proved to be one of the

cently by himself and H. F. Stewart, 
accompanied by the doctor's colored 
chauffeur, Ben Moultrie. 


After going over again ' for the 


fortieth time all accessories from cot- 
lee pot to gasolene, we left Daytona 
at 7:00 p. m. for Jacksonville. It was 
•a. dark and windy night; 
the car 


-worked well but the roads were ter- 
Tible; sand, palmetto roots and holes 
~kept our pace down so that we were 
fifteen miles out of Jacksonville at 
midnight. 
Here, stopping for 
our 


first camp, building a good campflre, 
-we gathered about and laid to a feast 
of .fried chicken, after which we rolled 
up In blankets and slept well on this 
pleasant hypnotic until 5:00 the next 
morning, when, aroused by hoards of 
mosquitoes we hastily washed our 
faces In a nearby brook and were In 
Jacksonville 
in 
one 
hour, eating 


breakfast in the Hotel Burbridge. 


Taking the,steamer for Charleston 


"that afternoon at 2.00 o'clock we en- 
joyed a stormy night, all being sea- 
sick, and getting into dock at 9:00 
o'clock Sunday morning. After find- 
Ing out that the boat company did 
not return the 15 gallons of gasolene 
that they took out of our tank, we 
managed to fill up again and as the 
•clock was striking the hour of 10:00 
we left the city 
for Columbia, the 


•capital ot South Carolina, which was 
147 miles away. When out four miles 
a rear tire blew out, and it was on 
•with a new one, which delayed us 
30 minutes. Passing through a rolling 
country, roads fair, cotton fields on 
all sides, we journeyed on through 
Orangeburg, a bustling cotton town, 


our supper and 


after a game of cards we went to bed 
and did sleep justice, tor none needed 
a aedltive after a day's riding over 
rough roads in the hot sun. Leaving 
here 7:00 the next morning we made 
Lynchburg about 10:00 In the fore- 
noon, and now we had the roughest 
part of our trip, Lynchburg to Char- 
lottsville. It was fords, hills, stones 
and the like all the way. Our bag- 
gage, which was tied on our running 
boards on either side, got wet time 
after time as we passed through fords 
that natives told us were very shal- 
low, but all went well and passing 
through the mountain towns of Am- 
herst, Livingston, Covesville, North 
Garden and Red Hill we reached the 
beautiful city of Charlottsville, Va., 
with a population of 10,000. Here is 
located the University of Virginia, 
founded by Jefferson in 1825, the most 
renowned institution In the south. 


Two miles out we camped for the 


night, clear and starlight, but were 
out early the' next morning and off 
tor Washington, 123 miles. Here we 
passed through 
for cities such 


a historical section, 
as Culpepper. War- 


rington and Fairfax Courthouse were 
in times past scenes of desperate en- 
counters between the 
Federal and 


Confederate armies 
When out 
of 


Warrington six miles we decided to 
stop for the night, as it looked like 
rain, but none came, and at 8:00 the 
next mooring we were on again and 
rolled Into Washington at 3-00 ta the 
afternoon. 


I can assure you tliat 
it was a 


pleasure to again see a bath and to 
clean up. Taking a guide we saw the 
city and after putting on a new rear 
spring were ready at 9:30 the next 
morning to strike out. Baltimore was 


Watertown, Adams, Adams Center 
and Into Pierpont Manor, where w 
had breakfast 
On again, reachln 


Syracuse in four hours, we kept on 
passing 
through 
Auburn, Senec 


Falls, Seneca and Canadalgua. Well 
do I remember this spot. The road 
passed very close to the lake shore 
and down went a tire. It took us t 
hour to put in a blowout patch and 
lacing boot on the outside before w 
were on again through Avon into Ba 
tavia at about 6:00 and Buffalo a 
9:30, having made the record run o 
our trip, 224 miles, with only one tire 
trouble and over all macadam roads 


Stopping at the Hotel Monroe for 


the night we were up early Sunday 
morning, Just two weeks from Char 
eston. We drove to Niagara Falls 
for the day; saw the sights and were 
back to Buffalo at 4:00 In the after- 
noon. We decided to take a boat trip, 
and putting the car on the boat had 
a very pleasant ride that night to De- 
trot, Mich., getting In.at 9:00 the next 
morning. Filling with gas we again 
started out, but made a mistake and 
took the road leading to Pontlac, and 
when out 16 miles had to turn back 
and come Into the city and go out 
Michigan avenue. 
This delayed us 


two hours, so that it was 12:40 be- 
fore we reached the university town 
of Ann Arbor. We drove about the 
city for awhile to see the changes, if 
any, since I was a student there. We 
left at 3:00 for Jackson, 40 miles west. 
Roads were sandy but good time was 
made. 
Got into 
Jackson at 5:00 


o'clock with a blown-out tire. Eating 
supper In a restaurant while a tire 
was being put on, we left for Battle 
Creclr, another 40 miles away, and 
passed through the city about 9:00 
o'clock in the evening. Having not 


resting In peace.

and as night came on were within 30 made in two and a half hours. Over 
miles of Columbia. Pitching our tent

-we entertained ourselves with songs 
•until 10:00 o'clock. 
We slept well 


until 5:00 a. m., when breakfast was 
served on wooden plates and coffee 
in tin cups, having to use our canvas 
pall as a basin for bathing or take 
turns pouring water in each other's 
hands. It was a cold morning and 
•very windy and after a chilly ride of 
30 miles we reached Columbia. Only 


t stopping long enough to get a banner 


•of the city, we left for Camden, 36 
miles away. Here taking the wrong 
road we were in sand—sand and more 
sand for 10 miles. 
By putting on 


<halns we managed to pull through. 
Fords were plentiful, too, but it was 
pleasant at times for, besides filling 
a boiling radiator with cold water we 
«ould bathe our hot faces and hands: 
also wade to our heart's content In 
the same brook. Mountains began to 
•how up; the rolling lands gave place 
-to hills, valleys and fords. < After a 
"hard four-hours we got Into Camden, 
and out about 10 miles we ate lunch 
iMslde a gurgling brook at 2:10 p. m. 


Resting an hour we were on again, 


leading for 
Charlotte, N. C., 118 


•miles away. The roads were rough 
T>ut we made good time and camped 
IS miles out of Charlotte, near an old 
•cotton gin. We were still in South 
•Carolina, but out early the next morn- 
Ing and reached the city about 1:00 
o'clock. Here blown out tubes were 
replaced and tanks filled with gas 
*nd oil. 


Leaving Charlotte at 10:30 our next 


point was Greensboro, N. C., »» miles 
from Charlotte. Passing through the 
villages of Concord, Salesbury. Lex- 
ington and High Point we drove into 
Greensboro all O.K. at 6:00 in the 
afternoon. 
After eating we started 


out, passing .out by the garage where 
we got tacks in both front and rear 
tires. Changing these we went out 
five miles and camped for the night 
in a fine place but rightfully named 
"Camp Freeseout," for it was very 
cold all night. We broke camp for 
the day's run at 7:00 In the morning, 
-our goal being Lynchburg, a run of 
123 miles from Charlotte via Danville, 
Chatham and Alta Vista. All went 
well until a large piece of Iron, broken 
off ot a road 
machine, struck our 


crank case, cracking It and losing 
most of our oil. Having a bar of soap 
we made a hasty patch by filling the 


good roads and through a beautiful 
country, we kept on, crossing the Sus 
quehanna river at 4 '00 In the after- 
noon at the city of Havre De Grace. 
eating lunch In the little town of 
Perryville, across the river, and camp- 
ing that night three 
miles out of 


Wilmington, Del 
Bright and early 


we broke camp, our destination being 
Jersey City. Passing through 
the 


cities ot riulirtelphia, Trenton, New 
Brunswick, El 'ibeth and Newark we 
rolled up to the Grand Central station 
In the 
af.arnoon, tired, dusty and 


hungry. 
At 9:00 the next morning 


the Overland rolled on the' ferryboat 
for New York at the Cortland street 
ferry, up Broadway, out Fifth avenue, 
Nicholdson avenue and again Broad- 
way, we were in Yonkera at noon. 
Halting only long enough to eat a 
lunch of bread and milk, we passed 
through the city of Tarrytown into 
Osslnlng. 
Here we were escorted 


through the state prison ot Sing Sing, 
where 1,523 prisoners are 
confined, 


and on again as far as FlshkilU where 
we camped for the night The next 
day brought us into Albany at noon, 
and Into Herklmer at night, having 
passed through the cities ot Schnec- 
tady, Amsterdam. Fonda, 8t Johns- 
ville and Little Falls. After spending 
a good night in Herklmer we left 
there at 8:00 in the morning for Car- 
thage, via Middlevllle, Poland, Boon- 
Tille and Lowvllle, reaching Carthage 
about 4:00 in the afternoon, 80 miles 
from Herklmer. Buying provisions 
for supper, we hastened on to the 
small village ot 
HarrlsvUIe, which 


was 20 miles away. Halting to say 
hello to a few friends we went on out 
four miles and camped on the old 
farm of my father's. 


The next morning we left bright 


and early for Gouverneur, 
getting 


then to Black Lake, where we ate our 
lunch. Then crossing the toll bridge 
we went to the St Lawrence river 
near Morristown. Stopping an hour 
we spent the time wading and bath- 
Ing In the clear, cold water, and start- 
ing again we headed for Watertown. 
The roads were good, excepting where 
we had to detour on account of the 
building of state roads. 
Passing 


through 'the villages of Hammond, 
Chlppewa Bay, Redwood and Yhreasa 
we camped IS miles out of Water- 
town In a beautiful spet, apple trees 
n full bloom on all sides. A nearby 
brook to furnish water made It an 
Ideal spot. Leaving here in the morn- 


o'clock were in sight of the lights "of 
Kalamazoo. Here a hasty camp was 
pitched and finding some old railroad 
ties we made a good fire. It was so 
cold that for lack of comfort we broke 
camp at 5:00 the next morning and 
went into town for breakfast It waa 
a fine,clear day and roads getting bet- 
ter, we had for our goal the city of 
Chicago. All went well and we passed 
through the cities of Paw Paw, Nilea, 
La Porte, Valpariao and Hammond, 
getting into Chicago at 6:00 in the 
afternoon 
Putting the car in a gar- 


age we located the Hotel Revoirt and 
had a good night. 


The next morning, having unloaded 


our camping outfit and washed the 
car, we left for Madison, Wis, vi; 
Eveston, Highland Park and Lake Ge- 
neva, btu the clay roads were rough 
and every section a cross road, until 
a stranger knew not which to take, but 
nothing daunting we kept on, reach- 
ing Madison at midnight, believing In 
the 
old 
axiom, "Better late than 


never." 
Staying here one day, we 


went over the university grounds and 
buildings, due to the courtesy of A. 
W. McConnell, the superintendent, 
who spent a month in Daytona last 
winter. Taking in a ball game in the 
afternoon, Madison vs. Racine, 
and 


theater In the evening, we left the 
next morning in the rain for Chicago. 


The roads were terribly muddy and 


slipped, but chains and good driving 
got us along very well, going back 
by the way of Janesvllle, Rocktord 
and Elgin. Just out of the last named 
town a tire was puntured and do our 
best could not get a patch to hold, and 
after taking a tire off and patching it 
five times, bought a new tube in El- 
gin. At 11:00 we were back again In 
the Windy City. We were up early 
and packing up again left the city at 
10:00 for Indianapolis, via Lafayette, 
then to Louisville, Ky., a distance of 
394 miles, dividing this Into 
three 


days' driving we hurried on. At 8:00 
that night w<j were 21 miles out of 
Lafayette and 
camped In a school- 


yard. Roads were fairly good but 
heavy. Breaking camp early we were 
in Indianapolis at noon and passing 
right through made on to the village of 
Seymour that night 
Eating break- 


fast In Seymour we were In Louis- 
ville at 12:00 o'clock. Buying a new 
casing for a rear tire we put It on 
and started over rogh roads, heading 
for Manmoth Cave, Ky.. 116 miles dis- 
tant 


The roads were poor and very 


rough, being paved with cobble stones 
the tile ot a man's head, with no top 
dressing, being done during the Civil 
war by the Union army In order to 
make them passible In rainy weather. 
When out about 40 miles we stopped 
for the night near Bardestown. The 
next day brought us Into Cave City 
at noon, a little country town 10 miles 
from the cave. After dinner, which 
we did not hurry much, for the ther- 
mometer stood at 102 in the shade, 
we drove to the cave over a very 
tough and rocky road. We visited the 
cave, one of the best of nature's won- 
derful works, and 
leaving ,«,t 5:00 


o'clock drove back to Cave City and 
out about six mlUis, camping on the 
farm of Mr. White by the side ot a 
beautiful spring. Pressing on in the 
morning at 4:00 o'clock 
we were 


within three miles of Nashville when 
down went a tire and front spring. 
This was In front ot the National 


Having changed a tube we drove 


Into Nashville and found a garage 
where the spring was replaced and 
the carbon burned out of the cylin- 
ders. We left the city at 8:0» that 
night, heading for Chattanooga, dis- 
tant 143 miles. It being a very dark 
night we got lost and only made 20 
miles and camped in a cedar grove. 
The next morning we drove into Mur- 
freesboro at 8:00 o'clock. Lots of 
hills and rough road, but all went well 
Into Manchester, Tenn., where, on ac- 
count of another bad rear tire, we 
waited a half-day for a tire to be 
shipped from Nashville. Night came 
but the train 
brought no tire, so 


patching up the old one we went on 
but trouble was plentiful. Again lost 
our way and had to pitch our tent 
until day. Getting a tanner to figure 
out a way to get us back onto the 
mail pike, we started, passing the 
mountain towns of Hillsboro and Pel- 
mm and found ourselves at the foot 
of Monteagle, a part of the Cumber- 
land mountains. Here an old farmer 
sent us up an old road almost im- 
passable, the mountain rains having 
gullied the rock road, and words can- 
not describe this terrible road, steep, 
rough and stoney, with 
curves 
so 


that one could hardly turn 
Some of the time going back- 


iharp 
hem. 
wards for 50 or 60 feet before the 
•rakes would hold It. made one's .hair 
land on his head, as he looked down, 
ne side a precipice and the other a 
ocky ditch, making at times only a 
ew feet. After two hours we man- 
ged to make three miles up without 
he help of Mr. Farmer, who expected 
o earn ten dollars by our getting 
tuck. Here we took off our last old 
re and drove into Tracy City on a 
im. Phoning back to Manchester to 
ave the tire sent on to Tracy City we 
at down and waited another half day. 
etting it that night at 8:40 we put 
: on and left town at 9:00 for Chat- 
anooga. I almost forgot to mention 
he delight that we had in eating soup 
n this town, for as Mr. Stewart ooeti- 
aliy said, it was "Soup for dinner 
id soup for tea, soup as hot, as hot 
ould be" 
Twenty miles rolled off 


nd then "one dollar please" to get 
own the mountain, but this was well 
orth the pi ice. It was very steep 
ut well graded; 
our 
brake band 


urned and We had to put the car in 
averse gear and let the clutch drag 


order to hold the car. Passing 
rough Sequatchie and Jasper and 


near to Rankin'a Ferry, where we 
camped for the 
night. 
The next 


morning we crossed the Tennessee 
river and here again just missed a 
serious accident, for a steep grade 
stalled the engine as we were leaving 
the boat and the burned brake bands 
not liolding we barely hit the ferry 
as we went backward. Starting again 
we went into 
Chattanooga without 


any mishap at 
about 9:00 o'clock. 


After getting breakfast we took the 
trolly up Lookout Mountain and spent 
our time sightseeing until 2:00 In the 
afternoon when we left for Atlanta, 
.nother 143 miles 
Our way 
lay 


through Chickamauga Park, which 
Is covered with monuments, marking 
the positions ot the 
different regi- 


ments during this terrible battle of 
the civil war; also tablets stating who 
commanded and the number engaged. 
Spending some time in reading these, 
we went on, passing through Lafay- 
ette and going over Taylor's Ridge 
via Trlon, which people told us was 
a better route, and camping that night 
lust outside of Rome, Ga., at which 
place we ate breakfast, having cov- 
ered 75 miles ot the 143. 


This being Sunday morning we did 


not hurry and after a good meal kept 
a good pace through CartersvUle, 
Acworth, 
Kenesaw 
and Marietta. 


The tire trouble again started. It 
was a' hot day and the cementless 
patches would not stay on, and after 
trying to get along by repeated patch- 
ing we phoned in and had a tube sent 
out to us from Atlanta. One came 
In an hour and putting it on drove 
into the city with flying colors at 
1:00 o'clock, going directly to the 
Hotel Arogan. We left Atlanta at 
noon Monday and when out 16 miles 
were caught in a thunder storm, the 
worst that I had ever experienced. 
Rain, wind and hall were terrific for 
SO minutes, and we were by this time 
as wet as water could make us, but 
on we went, though only a short way, 
tor a piece of gear was broken off in 
the differential and we turned back 
and drove into Atlanta, going to a 
garage. Got this piece out after eat- 
ng supper and left again. All went 
well until another storm, but this 
time the curtains being on, It was dry 
as could be, our clothes having dried 
very nicely during the afternoon. The 
rain beating so hard on the top, and 
watching the slippery clay roads, we 
Could not hear the knock of a dry en- 
gine until It refused to go. 
It was 


now after midnight and we sat right 
there by the roadside in the pouring 
rain the rest of the night. 
In the 


morning the sun came up and spread- 
ing out all our wet baggage on the 
fence to dry I drove Into Grlflln and 
worked five hours on a bearing thixt 
had started 
to melt. Returned to 


camp and after eating 
dinner we

noon and Valdosta at

o'clock, only halting there to Inquire 
the road, we made the 24 miles into 
Madison, Fla., in an hour and a half, 
and after getting cold drinks pressed 
on toward Live Oak, a distance of 25 
miles. Roads were heavy sand and 
when two miles out of Live Oak an- 
other terrific storm. The sand roads 
became beds of quicksand and sink- 
ing down in this we could not move 
a foot. Waiting until the ram ceased 
we dug out the wheels and pulled out 
all right and drove Into town at 8:00 
o'clock, tired and wet, having cov- 
ered 177 miles over bad roads without 
sleep the night before. Leaving Live 
Oak at 7:00 In the morning we 
reached Jacksonville at 2:00 in the 
afternoon. After a two-hours' stop we 
left for St Augustine and home, but 
having three or four punctures to fix 
in the dark it was 4:00 in the morn- 
Ing before the Overland rolled into 
Daytona. 


Regarding the trip in general the 


roads had been fair pretty much all 
of the way; our speedometer had reg- 
istered 3,900 miles; we had passed 
through 15 states; used six new tires, 
four of which were on the car; had 
been gone 34 days, and had met with 
no serious accidents, and the spirit 
and enjoyment of the trip Is shown in

Mississippi's old etatehouse should 


be as dear to Mississlppians who take 
pride In their state's history as the 
Cabildo 1* to Louisianians. Built in 18S» 
the old capltol at Jackson 1* identified 
with the most stirring event* in the 
most stirring period of Mississippi'* 
history. 


In 1849 It housed the convention that 


formally asserted the principle of 
secession as a state right. In its hall 
the convention of 1861 wag assembled 
and the ordinance ot secession passed. 
During the stormy years just following 
the war it witnessed the dispossession 
of two governor* by federal troop*, 
and staged the notorious "black and 
tan" convention. It was the scene of 
the Impeachment trial of Governor 
Ames. In 1890 it sheltered the consti- 
tutional convention which framed and 
.enacted the franchise plan that solved 
the Bouth's most portentious problem. 


Andrew Jackson, Henry Clay, Pren- 


tiss, Lamar, Walthall, George and 
other makers of history have ad- 
dressed Mlwlssippi audience* in the 
historic structure. It witnessed tha 
election of Jefferson Davis a* major 
general of .Mississippi troops at the 
beginning of the etruggle between the 
state*. From it* rostrum the Confed- 
erate president in 1884 delivered hi* 
farewell address to the people of Mis- 
sissippi.

EAST COAST CANAL 


FILUN6 WITH MUD 


•MMETT SMALL HANGS UP SIX- 


TEEN HOURS ON ROCK BED IN 


THE 
CHANNEL — IMMEDIATE 


ACTION NECESSARY. . 


(From The Daytona Quette-Newi) 
Unless action la taken by the state 


or the East Coast canal taken over 
by the federal government at once 
and effective measures taken to keep 
the canal open, this ditch for which 
the state ot Florida gave thousands 
of acres of land will soon be useless 
tor all practical purposes. The ditch 
is rapidly filling with sand and boats 
are already beginning to experience 
difficulty in navigating. 
• 


Captain Huston, of the steamer Em- 


met! Small, of the Canal Packet Line, 
gays that the wash of boats is rapidly 
causing sand to wash into the ditch, 
although because of the narrowness 
and shallowness of the ditch much 
sand washes besides that caused -by 
navigation. 
The difficulty does not 


seem to be,in any one place but the 
complaint la made that the wash is 
occuring all along the canal from St. 
Augustine to Daytona. Unless some- 
thing is done to keep the canal open 
it is the opinion of Captain Huston 
that boats will not long be able to 
navigate the trip from Jacksonville 
to Daytona. 


Another trouble experienced by the 


Canal Packet Line is the difficulty of 
coming into their dock at Daytona at 
low tide. Last Saturday the Emmett 
Small was tied up between the South 
Bridge draw and its dock for over 16 
hours. The- tide was seven or eight 
Inches lower than usual and the boat 
laden with 100 tons of freight for Day- 
tona struck on a rock reef right in 
the center of the channel. The Small 
was drawing but 4% feet of water at 
the time. 


The company has secured the esti- 


mates on the widening and deepening 
of this channel but the estimated cost 
is $1,200 and this amount the canal 
line does not feel justified in paying. 
This amount of money would pay for 
deepening the channel considerably 
and widening it 25 feet. At present 
the channel Is 50 feet, or rather it 
was

dredged out, but the sides have In 
some places since then washed down. 
The reason for the large cost ot 


Ing ot full value for the land tbat ha* 
been bestowed upon the canal com- 
panyby over-generous Florida. 


"The East Coast canal 1* supposed 


to have a minimum depth of five feet 
and be wide enough for the comfort- 
able passing of all boats that draw 
that amount of water. It to also tup- 
posed to be at all times free from ob- 
struction and It .is supposed to be 
available tor the use of all boatmen 
who care to use It 
Furthermore, 


there, is somewhere power for the 
compelling or its maintenance.

dredging this channel is because of 
the rock beds which must 
be cut 


through. 


Speaking of the canal south of Day- 


tona the Miami Metropolis says: 


•Patient boatmen are again inquir- 


ing as to where the responsibility for 
the maintenance of the East Coast 
canal rests. They report that unless 
the canal is dredged in three or four 
places between Miami and West Palm 
Beach that even the smaler boats 
cannot get through, and are wonder- 
Ing If there is to be any effort made 
to Improve its condition. 


"The Metropolis believes that the 


time is not far distant when this 
waterway wil be under control of the 
federal government, and that 
with 


this supervision there will no longer 
be cause for the righteous complaints 
that have been called forth ever since 
the canal has been in existence. How- 
ever, there should be some means of 
acto pen thateoshrdttaffAetaoInhrdlu 
immediate relief and some course of 
action open that will require the giv-

VOTHIONJHIS FALL 


COUNTY 
OFFICES TO BE FOR 


TERMS OF FOUR YEARS—GOV- 


ERNOR TO APPOINT MILHTARY 


OFFICERS. 
F|orld» voters will be required to 


voM on three changes in the const!. 
tutton of the state at the general elec- 
tion, to be held on the first Tuesday 
In November, which will be November 
3rd. 


The three amendments bear mater- 


ially upon tho election of all county 
officers, commissioned officers of the 
estate militia and the powers ol the 
state judiciary. 


The terms of office of the County 


officers will be made uniform should 
the amendment pass the general elec- 
tion, and will allow four-year terms 
for all offices after the 
election of 


1916. The governor will appoint all 
of the commissioned officers of the 
state militia, and their terms of office 
shall be continuous during the pleas- 
ure of the governor. 


The new amendment relating to the 


judiciary specifically 
prescribes its 


compensation set by the state legis- 
lature and terms of office. 


Following are copies of the three 


amendments passed by the last legis- 
lature, to be submitted to a vote at 
the coming general election: 
County Office*.— 


Committee substitutes for joint 


resolutions Nos. 84, 89 and 98: 


-A joint resolution proposing an 


amendment to section six (6) of arti- 
cle 8 of the constitution of the state 
cf Florida, relating to county officers. 


Be it resolved by the legislature of 


the state of Florida, that the follow- 
ing amendment to section six (6) of 
article 8 of the constitution of the 
state of Florida is hereby agreed to 
and shall be submitted to the electors 
of the state at a general election, to 
be held on the first Tuesday in No- 
vember, A. D-, 1914, for ratification or 
rejection: 


Section 6. The legislature 
snail 


provide for the election, by qualified 
electors, in each county, of the fol- 
lowing county offices: A clerk of the 
county court a sheriff, constables, a 
county assessor of taxes, a tax col- 
lector, a superintendent of public in- 
struction and a county surveyor. The 
term of office of all county 
offices 


shall be for four years, except that 
of county assessor of taxes and 
county tax collector, who shall 
be 


elected for two years, until at the 
general election to be held In the 
year A. D. 1916, when and after which 
they shall be elected for a term of 
four years. Their powers, duties and 
compensation shall be prescribed by 
law. The legislature shall provide by 
law for the care and custody of all 
county funds, and shall provide the 
method of reporting and paying out 
all such funds.

Be It enacted by the legislature of

section 16 of article 5 of the constitu- 
tion of the satte of Florida is hereby 
agreed to and shall be submitted to 
the electors of the state for adoption 
or rejection of the next general elec- 
tion hereafter; that is to say, that 
section 16 of article 5 shall te 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 16. The governor shall ap- 


point all commissioned officers of the 
state militia, Including an adjutant 
general for the state, with rank of 
brigadier general, who shall be chief 
of staff. 
The duties and compensa- 


tion of all of the officers so appointed 
shall be as fixed by law. The terms 
of office of all commissioned officers 
of the organized militia shall be con- 
tinuous, during the pleasure of the 
governor, subject to such laws as may 
be enacted by the legislature provid- 


ing for their retirement (or age or 
other causes.

going submarines of high surface 
speed will accompany the main fleet 
on the high seas. Large vessels of 
his type, of 21 knots speed, have 
been designed for the United State* 
navy. Great Britain is building, In 
the Nautilus, the largest submarine In 
existence, which is Intended to be as 
seaworthy while on the surface as the 
atest type of destroyer. Its surface 
speed will be not less than 21 knot*, 
and it will have a submerged speed 
of from 16 to 16 knots; It will carry 
six torpedo tubes, and the surface dis- 
placement will be about one thousand 
Ive hundred tons.

crack with tt. We were now In Old 
Virginia, having crossed the state line 
Just out of Danville. Driving out about 
10 miles we had lunch beside the road 
and on again for Lynchburg. 
We 


were now in a great tobacco country, 
'houses on all sides for curing the 
plant ready for the market. Roads 
were very hilly and rough and we 
only made about 100 miles when the 
shades of night came on us. Out of 
Alta Vista, camping beside the Stan- 
ton river, proved to be one of the 


cently by himself and H. F. Stewart, 
accompanied by the doctor's colored 
chauffeur, Ben Moultrie. 


After going over again ' for the 


fortieth time all accessories from cot- 
lee pot to gasolene, we left Daytona 
at 7:00 p. m. for Jacksonville. It was 
•a. dark and windy night; 
the car 


-worked well but the roads were ter- 
Tible; sand, palmetto roots and holes 
~kept our pace down so that we were 
fifteen miles out of Jacksonville at 
midnight. 
Here, stopping for 
our 


first camp, building a good campfire, 
-we gathered about and laid to a feast 
of .fried chicken, after which we rolled 
up In blankets and slept well on this 
pleasant hypnotic until 5:00 the next 
morning, when, aroused by hoards of 
mosquitoes we hastily washed our 
faces in a nearby brook and were in 
Jacksonville 
in 
one 
hour, eating 


breakfast in the Hotel Burbridge. 


Taking the,steamer for Charleston 


"that afternoon at 2:00 o'clock we en- 
Joyed a stormy night, all being sea- 
sick, and getting into dock at 9:00 
o'clock Sunday morning. After find- 
ing out that the boat company did 
not return the 15 gallons of gasolene 
that they took out of our tank, we 
managed to fill up again and as the 
•clock was striking the hour of 10:00 
we left the city 
for Columbia, the 


•capital ot South Carolina, which was 
147 miles away. When out four miles 
a rear tire blew out, and It was on 
with a new one, which delayed us 
30 minutes. Passing through a rolling 
country, roads fair, cotton fields on 
all sides, we journeyed on through 
Orangeburg, a bustling cotton town, 


our supper and 


after a game of cards we went to bed 
and did sleep justice, tor none needed 
a aedltlve after a day's riding over 
rough roads In the hot sun. Leaving 
here 7:00 the next morning we made 
Lynchburg about 10:00 In the fore- 
noon, and now we had the roughest 
part of our trip, Lynchburg to Char- 
lottsville. It was fords, hills, stones 
and the like all the way. Our bag-' 
gage, which was tied on our running 
boards on either side, got wet time 
after time as we passed through fords 
that natives told us were very shal- 
low, but all went well and passing 
through the mountain towns of Am- 
herst, Livingston, Covesville, North 
Garden and Red Hill we reached the 
beautiful city of Charlottsville, Va., 
with a population of 10,000. Here is 
located the University of Virginia, 
founded by Jefferson in 1825, the most 
renowned institution in the south. 


Two miles out we camped for the 


night, clear and starlight, but were 
out early the' next morning and off 
tor Washington, 123 miles. Here we 
passed through 
for cities such 


a historical section, 
as Culpepper. War- 


rlngton and Fairfax Courthouse were 
in times past scenes of desperate en- 
counters between the 
Federal and 


Confederate armies. 
When out 
of 


Warrington six miles we decided to 
stop for the night, as it looked like 
rain, but none came, and at 8:00 the 
next mooring we were on again and 
rolled into Washington at 3:00 ta the 
afternoon. 


I can assure you that it was a 


pleasure to again see a bath and to 
clean up. Taking a guide we saw the 
city and after putting on a new rear 
spring were ready at 9:30 the next 
morning to strike out. Baltimore was 


and as night came on were within 30 made in two and a half hours. Over 


roads all 
macadam, going through 


Watertown, Adams, Adams Center 
and Into Pierpont Manor, where w 
had breakfast 
On again, reachln 


Syracuse in four hours, we kept on 
passing 
through 
Auburn, Senec 


Falls, Seneca and Canadalgua. Well 
do I remember this spot The road 
passed very close to the lake shore 
and down went a tire. It took us t 
hour to put in a blowout patch and 
lacing boot on the outside before w 
were on again through Avon into Ba 
tavla at about 6:00 and Buffalo a 
9:30, having made the record run o 
our trip, 284 miles, with only one tire 
trouble and over all macadam roads 


Stopping at the Hotel Monroe for 


the night we were up early Sunday 
morning, Just two weeks from Char 
leston. We drove to Niagara Falls 
for the day; saw the sights and were 
back to Buffalo at 4:00 in the after- 
noon. We decided to take a boat trip, 
and putting- the car on the boat had 
a very pleasant ride that night to De- 
trot, Mich., getting in.at 9:00 the next 
morning. Filling with gas we again 
started out, but made a mistake and 
took the road leading to Pontiac, and 
when out 16 miles had to turn back 
and come Into the city and go out 
Michigan avenue. 
This delayed us 


two hours, so that it was 12:40 be- 
fore we reached the university town 
of Ann Arbor. We drove about the 
city for awhile to see the changes, if 
any, since I was a student there. We 
left at 3:00 for Jackson, 40 miles west. 
Roads were sandy but good lime was 
made. 
Got into 
Jackson at 5:00 


o'clock with a blown-out tire. Eating 
supper In a restaurant while a tire 
was being put on, we left for Battle 
Creclr, another 40 miles away, and 
passed through the city about 9:00 
o'clock in the evening. Having not 
many miles, 
termmed to 


to our 
credit we de- 


push on and at 12:00 


miles of Columbia. Pitching our tent 
~we had supper of fried eggs, bacon 
•coffee, bread and butter, after which 
-we entertained ourselves with songs 
•until 10:00 o'clock. 
We slept well 


until 5:00 a. m., when breakfast was 
served on wooden plates and coffee 
in tin cups, having to use our canvas 
pall as a basin for bathing or take 
turns pouring water in each other's 
hands. It was a cold morning and 
-very windy and after a chilly ride of 
30 miles we reached Columbia. Only 


t stopping long enough to get a banner 


of the city, we left for Camden, 36 
miles away. Here taking the wrong 
road we were In sand—sand and more 
sand for 10 miles. 
By putting on 


<halns we managed to pull through, 
rords were plentiful, too, but it was 
pleasant at times for, besides filling 
a boiling radiator with cold water we 
«ould bathe our hot faces and hands: 
also wade to our heart's content in 
the same brook. Mountains began to 
•how up; the rolling lands gave place 
-to hills, valleys and fords. < After a 
card four-hours we got into Camden, 
and out about 10 miles we ate lunch 
iMside a gurgling brook at 2:10 p. m. 


Resting an hour we were on again, 


leading for 
Charlotte, N. C., 118 


miles away. The roads were rough 
T>ut we made good time and camped 
IS miles out of Charlotte, near an old 
•cotton gin. We were still In South 
•Carolina, but out early the next morn- 
Ing and reached the city about 1:00 
o'clock. Here blown out tubes were 
replaced and tanks filled with gas 
and oil. 


Leaving Charlotte at 10:30 our next 


point was Greensboro, N. C., »» miles 
from Charlotte. Passing through the 
villages of Concord, Salesbury. Lex- 
ington and High Point we drove into 
Greensboro all O.K. at 6:00 in the 
afternoon. 
After eating we started 


out passing .out by the garage where 
we got tacks In both front and rear 
tires. Changing these we went out 
five miles and camped for the night 
In a flue place but rightfully named 
"Camp Preeseout" tor it was very 
cold all night. We broke camp for 
the day's run at 7:00 In the morning, 
-our goal being Lynchburg, a run of 
123 miles from Charlotte via Danville, 
Chatham and Alta Vista. All went 
well until a large piece of iron, broken 
off ot a road machine, struck our 
crank case, cracking It and losing 
most ot our oil. Having a bar ot soap 
we made a hasty patch by filling the 


good roads and through a beautiful 
country, we kept on, crossing the Sus 
quehanna river at 4:00 in the after- 
noon at the city of Havre De Grace. 
eating lunch in the little town of 
Perryville, across the river, and camp- 
ing that night three 
miles out of 


Wilmington, Del. Bright and early 
we broke camp, our destination being 
Jersey City. Passing through 
the 


cities ot riulcirtelphia, Trenton, New 
Brunswick, El' Mbeth and Newark we 
rolled up to the Grand Central station 
in the 
af.arnoon, tired, dusty and 


hungry. 
At 9:00 the next morning 


the Overland rolled on the' ferryboat 
for New York at the Cortland street 
ferry, up Broadway, out Fifth avenue, 
Nicholdson avenue and again Broad- 
way, we were In Yonkera at noon. 
Halting only long enough to eat a 
lunch of bread and milk, we passed 
through the city of Tarrytown into 
Draining. 
Here we were escorted 


through the state prison ot Sing Sing, 
where 1,523 prisoners are 
confined, 


and on again as far as Flshkill, where 
we camped for the night The next 
day brought us Into Albany at noon, 
and Into Herklmer at Bight, having 
passed through the cities ot Schnec- 
tady, Amsterdam. Fonda, St. Johns- 
ville and Little Falls. After spending 
a good night in Herklmer we left 
there at 8:00 In the morning for Car- 
thage, via Mlddlevllle, Poland, Boon- 
Tille and Lowvttle, reaching Carthage 
about 4:00 in the afternoon, 80 miles 
from Herklmer. Buying provisions 
for supper, we hastened on to 
the 


small village ot Harrisvllle, which 
was 20 miles away. Halting to say 
hello to a few friends we went on out 
four miles and camped on the old 
farm ot my father's. 


The next morning we left bright 


and early for Gouverneur, 
getting 


then to Black Lake, where we ate our 
lunch. Then crossing the toll bridge 
we went to the St. Lawrence river 
near Morristown. Stopping an hour 
we spent the time wading and bath- 
Ing In the clear, cold water, and start- 
Ing again we headed for Watertown. 
The roads were good, excepting where 
we had to detour on account of the 
building of state roads. 
Passing 


through 'the villages of Hammond, 
Chlppewa Bay, Redwood and Yhreasa 
we camped IS miles out of Water- 
town In a beautiful spet, apple trees 
n full bloom on all sides. A nearby 
brook to furnish water made It an 
Ideal spot. Leaving here In the morn- 


o'clock were in sight of the lights "of 
Kalamazoo. Here a hasty camp was 
pitched and finding some old railroad 
ties we made a good fire. It was so 
cold that for lack of comfort we broke 
camp at 5:00 the next morning and 
went Into town for breakfast. It waa 
a fine,clear day and roads getting bet- 
ter, we had for our goal the city of 
Chicago. All went well and we passed 
through the cities of Paw Paw, Nilea, 
La Porte, Valpariao and Hammond, 
getting into Chicago at 6:00 in the 
afternoon. Putting the car in a gar- 
age we located the Hotel Revoirt and 
had a good night. 


The next morning, having unloaded 


our camping outfit and washed the 
car, we left for Madison, Wis, vi; 
Eveston, Highland Park and Lake Ge- 
neva, btu the clay roads were rough 
and every section a cross road, until 
a stranger knew not which to take, but 
nothing daunting we kept on, reach- 
ing Madison at midnight, believing in 
the 
old 
axiom, "Better late than 


never." 
Staying here one day, we 


went over the university grounds and 
buildings, due to the courtesy of A. 
W. McConnell, the superintendent, 
who spent a month in Daytona last 
winter. Taking in a ball game in the 
afternoon, Madison vs. Racine, 
and 


theater in the evening, we left the 
next morning in the rain for Chicago. 


The roads were terribly muddy and 


slipped, but chains and good driving 
got us along very well, going back 
by the way of Janesvllle, Rocktord 
and Elgin. Just out of the last named 
town a tire was puntured and do our 
best could not get a patch to hold, and 
after taking a tire off and patching It 
five times, bought a new tube in El- 
gin. At 11:00 we were back again In 
the Windy City. We were up early 
and packing up again left the city at 
10:00 for Indianapolis, via Lafayette, 
then to Louisville, Ky., a distance of 
394 miles, dividing this Into 
three 


days' driving we hurried on. At 8:00 
that night w<j were 21 miles out of 
Lafayette and 
camped In a school- 


yard. Roads were fairly good but 
heavy. Breaking camp early we were 
In Indianapolis at noon and passing 
right through made on to the village of 
Seymour that night 
Eating break- 


fast In Seymour we were in Louis- 
ville at 12:00 o'clock. Buying a new 
casing for a rear tire we put it on 
and started over rogh roads, heading 
for Hanmoth Cave, Ky.. 116 miles dis- 
tant 


The roads were poor and very 


rough, being paved with cobble stones 
the alae ot a man's head, with no top 
dressing, being done during the Civil 
war by the Union army hi order to 
make them passible in rainy weather. 
When out about 40 miles we stopped 
for the night near Bardestown. The 
next day brought us into Cave City 
at noon, a little country town 10 miles 
from the cave. After dinner, which 
we did not hurry much, for the ther- 
mometer stood at 102 In the shade, 
we drove to the cave over a very 
rough and rocky road. We visited the 
cave, one of the best of nature's won- 
derful works, and 
leaving ,«,t 5:00 


o'clock drove back to Cave City and 
out about six milts, camping on the 
farm of Mr. White by the side ot a 
beautiful spring. Pressing on in the 
morning at 4:00 o'clock 
we were 


within three miles of Nashville when 
down went a tire and front spring. 
This was In front ot the National 


resting in peace. 


Having changed a tube we drove 


Into Nashville and found a garage 
where the spring was replaced and 
the carbon burned out ot the cylin- 
ders. We left the city at 8:09 that 
night, heading for Chattanooga, dis- 
tant 143 miles. It being a very dark 
night we got lost and only made 20 
miles and camped In a cedar grove. 
The next morning we drove into Mur- 
freesboro at 8:00 o'clock. Lots of 
hills and rough road, but all went well 
into Manchester, Tenn., where, on ac- 
count of another bad rear tire, we 
waited a half-day for a tire to be 
shipped from Nashville. Night came 
but the train 
brought no tire, so 


patching up the old one we went on 
but trouble was plentiful. Again lost 
our way and had to pitch our tent 
until day. Getting a farmer to figure 
out a way to get us back onto the 
mail pike, we started, passing the 
mountain towns of Hillsboro and Pel- 
mm and found ourselves at the foot 
of Monteagle, a part of the Cumber- 
land mountains. Here an old farmer 
sent us up an old road almost Im- 
passable, the mountain rains having 
gullied the rock road, and words can- 
not describe this terrible road, steep, 
rough and stoney, with curves 
so 


that one could hardly turn 
Some of the time going back- 


iharp 
hem. 
wards for 50 or 60 feet before the 
•rakes would hold It. made one's .hair 
land on his head, as he looked down, 
ne side a precipice and the other a 
ocky ditch, making at times only a 
ew feet. After two hours we man- 
ged to make three miles up without 
he help of Mr. Farmer, who expected 
o earn ten dollars by our getting 
tuck. Here we took off our last old 
re and drove into Tracy City on a 
1m. Phoning back to Manchester to 
ave the tire sent on to Tracy City we 
at down and waited another half day. 
etting it that night at 8:40 we put 
: on and left town at 9:00 for Chat- 
anooga. I almost forgot to mention 
he delight that we had in eating soup 
n this town, for as Mr. Stewart noetl- 
ally said, it was "Soup for dinner, 
id soup for tea, soup as hot, as hot 
ould be." Twenty miles rolled off 
nd then "one dollar please" to get 
own the mountain, but this was well 
orth the price. It was very steep 
ut well graded; 
our 
brake band 


urned and we had to put the car In 
averse gear and let the clutch drag 


order to hold the car. Passing 
rough Sequatchle and Jasper and 


near to Rankin's Ferry, where we 
camped for the 
night. 
The next 


morning we crossed the Tennessee 
river and here again just missed a 
serious accident, for a steep grade 
stalled the engine as we were leaving 
the boat and the burned brake bands 
not liolding we barely hit the ferry 
as we went backward. Starting again 
we went into 
Chattanooga without 


any mishap at 
about 9:00 o'clock. 


After getting breakfast we took the 
trolly up Lookout Mountain and spent 
our time sightseeing until 2:00 in the 
afternoon when we left for Atlanta, 
nother 143 miles 
Our way 
lay 


through Chickamauga Park, which 
Is covered with monuments, marking 
the positions ot the 
different regi- 


ments during this terrible battle of 
the civil war; also tablets stating who 
commanded and the number engaged. 
Spending some time in reading these, 
we went on, passing through Lafay- 
ette and going over Taylor's Ridge 
via Trlon, which people told us was 
a better route, and camping that night 
lust outside of Rome, Ga., at which 
place we ate breakfast having cov- 
ered 75 miles ot the 143. 


This being Sunday morning we did 


not hurry and after a good meal kept 
a good pace through Cartersville, 
Acworth, 
Kenesaw 
and Marietta. 


The tire trouble again started. It 
was a' hot day and the cementless 
patches would not stay on, and after 
lying to get along by repeated patch- 
ing we phoned In and had a tube sent 
out to us from Atlanta. One came 
In an hour and putting It on drove 
into the city with flying colors at 
1:00 o'clock, going directly to the 
Hotel Arogan. We left Atlanta at 
noon Monday and when out 16 miles 
were caught in a thunder storm, the 
worst that I had ever experienced. 
Rain, wind and hall were terrific for 
SO minutes, and we were by this time 
as wet as water could make us, but 
on we went though only a short way, 
tor a piece of gear was broken off In 
the differential and we turned back 
and drove into Atlanta, going to a 
garage. Got this piece out after eat- 
ng supper and left again. All went 
well until another storm, but this 
time the curtains being on, it was dry 
as could be, our clothes having dried 
very nicely during the afternoon. The 
rain beating so hard on the top, and 
watching the slippery clay roads, we 
could not hear the knock of a dry en- 
gine until it refused to go. 
It was 


now after midnight and we sat right 
there by the roadside In the pouring 
rain the rest of tbe night. 
In the 


morning the sun came up and spread- 
ing out all our wet baggage on the 
fence to dry I drove into Grlflln and 
worked five hours on a bearing thixt 
had started 
to melt. Returned to 


camp and after eating 
dinner we 


packed up and left for Macon. 
We 


drove at night -until 10:00 o'clock 
and then struck camp but were out 
early the next morning. In Macon by 
noon and Valdosta at 
about 2:00 


o'clock, only halting there to inquire 
the road, we made the 24 miles into 
Madison, Fla., in an hour and a half, 
and after getting cold drinks pressed 
on toward Live Oak, a distance of 25 
miles. Roads were heavy sand and 
when two miles out ot Live Oak an- 
other terrific storm. The sand roads 
became beds of quicksand and sink- 
ing down in this we could not move 
a foot Waiting until the rain ceased 
we dug out the wheels and pulled out 
all right and drove Into town at 8:00 
o'clock, tired and wet, having cov- 
ered 177 miles over bad roads without 
sleep the night before. Leaving Live 
Oak at 7:00 in the morning we 
reached Jacksonville at 2:00 in the 
afternoon. After a two-hours' stop we 
left for St Augustine and home, but 
having three or four punctures to fix 
in the dark it was 4:00 in the morn- 
Ing before the Overland rolled into 
Daytona. 


Regarding the trip In general the 


roads had been fair pretty much all 
of the way; our speedometer had reg- 
istered 3,900 miles; we had passed 
through 15 states; used six new tires, 
four of which were on the car; had 
been gone 34 days, and had met with 
no serious accidents, and the spirit 
and enjoyment of the trip is shown in

Mississippi's old etatehouse should 


be as dear to Mississippians who take 
pride In their state's history as the 
Cabildo is to Louislanlans. Built in 18S> 
the old capltol at Jackson is identified 
with the most stirring events in the 
most stirring period of Mississippi's 
history. 


In 1849 It housed the convention that 


formally asserted the principle of 
secession as a state right. In its hall 
the convention of 1861 was assembled 
and the ordinance of secession passed. 
During the stormy years just following 
the war it witnessed the dispossession 
of two governors by federal troops, 
and staged the notorious "black and 
tan" convention. It was the scene of 
the Impeachment trial of Governor 
Ames. In 1890 it sheltered the consti- 
tutional convention which framed and 
.enacted the franchise plan that solved* 
the south'* most portentious problem. 


Andrew Jackson, Henry Clay, Pren- 


Uss, Lamar, Walthall, George and 
other makers of history have ad- 
dressed Mississippi audiences in the 
historic structure. It witnessed the 
election of Jefferson Davis as major 
general of .Mississippi troops at the 
beginning of the struggle between the 
states. From its rostrum the Confed- 
erate president in 1884 delivered hi* 
farewell address to the people of Mis- 
sissippi.

Another trouble experienced by the 


Canal Packet Line is the difficulty of 
coming into their dock at Daytona. at 
low tide. Last Saturday the Emmett 
Small was tied up between the South 
Bridge draw and its dock for over 16 
hours. The* tide was seven or eight 
Inches lower than usual and the boat 
laden with 100 tons of freight for Day. 
tona struck on a rock reef right in 
the center of the channel. The Small 
was drawing but 4% feet of water at 
the time. 


The company has secured the esti- 


mates on the widening and deepening 
of this channel but the estimated cost 
is $1,200 and this amount the canal 
line does not feel justified in paying. 
This amount of money would pay for 
deepening the channel considerably 
and widening it 25 feet. At present 
the channel is 50 feet, or rather it

They report that unless 
the canal Is dredged in three or four 
places between Miami and West Palm 
Beach that even the smaler boats 
cannot get through, and are wonder- 
Ing if there is to be any effort made 
to Improve its condition. 


"The Metropolis believes that the 


time is not far distant when this 
waterway wil be under control of the 
federal government, and that 
with 


this supervision there will no longer 
be cause for the righteous complaints 
that have been called forth ever since 
the canal has been in existence. How-
